ble meeting of bankers ever held: in 
this State, pledged the Burlej^;To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operatlTe Ai^^ci- 
atioas krnaa. totoUing |l.S7S^O0. 
and Judge Robert W, Bingham, of 
Lonisrille, pledged his personal aid 
to the extent of $1,000,000. 

In most instances the pledges > of 
the bankers equalled the lesal ^fmit 
of the banhs they, represented, it 
was said after the meeting adjdhlrn- 
ed that many banks had not had op- 
portunity to subscribe because of the 
fact that the notices sent out calling 
the meeting had not giTen time for 
meeting of the directors. 

Judge Ed. C. O'Rear. of Frankfort, 
and Robert C. Talbott, of Paris, dis- 
cu&«ed the constitutionality of the 
Bingham cooperative marketing act, 
and both expresMd the opinion that 
the bill was constitatioaal and wauld 
be so held by the courts. 

In his talk before the confereiicp, 
Judge Bingham declared that no 
court in the United Sthtas has epr 
declared such a law uncoastitutloilal 
though they have beea enacted by 
fourteen States and have been in »>p- 
eration in pome of these for years. 

The meeting of the bankers and 
officials of the association was call- 
ed to order in the ball room of the 
Phoenix Hotel, Saturday afternoon 
at 1 oclock and was in sey.-;ion tor 
three hours. President Jas. C. Stone 
of the association, explained the pur- 
pose of the meeting, and fiaahlj ex- 
plained the fact that attorneys for 
Louisville banks had expressed the 
opinion that the law wa:3 unconsti- 
tutional. He went thoroughly into 
the question of the enactmeai af the 
Bingham law. told of the cara with 
whi^ .It had been prepared after 
all phases of the legal question has 
been etudied by .^en who had inade 
a speclallf of aafch laws for fifteen 
years. • ' / ' » 

Robert C. Talhott, of Paris.' promi- 
nent lawyer, discussed briefly the 
Bingham marketing act. The secur- 
ity offered for the proposed loans, he 
said, would not be affected in any 
way by the constituttoaalitj of the 
co-opecatlTe markeiiag act The 
rights of holders of warehouse re- 
ceipts, he said, did not depend on 
the existence of the association but 
were amply secured by the general 
law of the State. 

"After a careful inspection of the 
statutes. Federal and State," he 
said, "I would say that you need 
have no hesitation to believe that 
the courts w ill hold the new act pon-' 
stitutional." 

Grenwal Counsel Aaron Sapiro of 
the association, announced the 
amount of the loan made by the 
bankers and proposed the appoint- 
ment of a committee to drsiw up. the 
trust agreement under which the 
loan is to be handled. This commit- 
tee is composed of Monty Goble, of 
Cincinnati, or his representative; 
James 13, lirown, of Louisville, or 
his nominee; c. N. Manning, of 
Lexington. James McClure, of Paris, 
and ir. A. Cheek, of Danville.

of history from the very fact that 

he was unassuming, but still as 
much a hero. He was in his twenty- 
third year at the time of his death. 
He left Paria with oae of Ue first 
details of P ea fh a a eoaaty hoys for 
Camp Zachery Taylor, on September 
22, 1917. As the detail was march- 
ing up Main street to the Louisville 
& Nashville passenger station, a by- 
etaader asked yaaag Cain what he 
was going to do when he got to 
France. The answer came quick 
and pointedly: "I am going to fight 
for Uncle Sam — what else would I 
be going over there for?" 

Soon after his arrival in France 
his parents recelred letters regulsrly 
telling in an intereetlag manner of 
his many experiences, until the lat- 
ter part of January, 1918, when the 
letters ceased, and nothing further 
was heard froai hha intn a telegram 
came telling of his death on the field 
of battle with his face bravely to the 
enemy. The body was recovered and 
Interred with the brave fall^ in the 
American Cemetery in France where 
it remained uatU dhdntered to be 
brought back to his bid home. With- 
in a few months after the news of 
hiB death here, his mother died from 
what physicians stated was a broken 
heart, lamenting the loss of her 
youngest iaa.

Washington. — The total number of 
negroes reported as l)orn in southern 
states and living in the 2^onh and West 
hud hicreased itouj 440.534 in IS10 to 
7»UJ84 la im the ceqsua bureau 
aunomkc^ lo a special report on negro 
migration based on returns of the la.st 
census. The southern boundaries of 
New Jersey. Penusylvunia, Ohio. 
Indiana. Illinois. Missouri and Kansas 
were taken as the dividing line between 
the North and gaaih fMr tha 
of the report. 

Of the 10,381.309 negroes enume.rtied 
in the hist census, there were 38,575 
for whom no state df birtb was re- 
ported. The 780.794 southern-horn 
negroes shown to have migrated to the 
North or West constituted 8.1 per cent 
of the total of 9.006.U43 negroes born 
in tbe southern section. Tbe peiceat' 
age of this migration for the pia* 
ceding decade was not shown. 

Against this migration from the 
South to the North and West, of the 
total of ' 741,791 reported hi tbe last 
census as bom in states of the latter 
region, 47.223. or 6.4 per cent, were liv- 
ing in the South. Thus the proportion 
Of southern-bom negri)e8 who migrated 
to the North or West, accordiiif^ to 
the report, was only ahoot one-foorth 
larger than tbe proportioa ef those 
born in the latter NglOB srig t a ted 
to the South. 

**WhUe it is impossible to calculate 
exactly tlM extent of negro migration 
from the South during the decade 
ended with 1920," the census report 
said, "the available data Indicates that 
approximately 400,000, or somewhat 
more than half of the 733^71 sorviTora 
of the net negro migration fkom the 
South to the North and West prior 
to January 1, 1920, left the South sub- 
sequently to April 15, 1910.1 

'^Although adgratlon to the North 
and West has iiot taken place noag 
the far southern negroes to the same 
extent, relatively to their total num- 
bers, as among the negroes In the 
northern part of the South, time was. 
sseiUbriiM^ a niaiaaiiid taitiasi hi 
such migration from the Far Soatb dur- 
ing the past decade." 

As examples of this gain, the report 
cited Uicreases in the migration of 

sylvania from 1910 to 1920 as foUows : 
Georgia, 1,578 to 16.196; South Caro- 
lina, 2,115 to 11,624 ; Florida, 393 to 5,- 
370. The migration from Alabama to 
Ohio Increased from 781 to 17,588; 
from Mississippi to Slhiois, 4.ei2 to 
19,483; Texas to Miswuri, 1,907 to 4.- 
344.

It is at best nonlawful 
and' wM TsiaalB' aa inNtt^^c^mfaH^^tsss" 
its duty. While foreign govemmenti^ 
are encouraging aviation, commercial 
progress in the United States is due 
entirely to the unaided elforts ef the 
maaafactarer aad the iadhrliaai in- 
ventor. All honor to them. ^* 

"Some truly remarkable records 
have marked the efforts of the past 
week. In France, Sadl Lecoote in 
training far tbe Deutsch cup contests, 
achieved a speed of 206^ miles au 
hour In a biplane, and came pretty 
close to that mark in the race itself. 
This was for a short distance, straight- 
away. 

"The record over a 150-mUe closed 
circuit was gaihed In the Pulitzer 

trophy by Bert Acosta in a Curtis 
Na%y racer, when he covered the dis- 
tance at an average qieed of 176.7 
miles per hour. 

"Another startling feat was that of 
Lieut. John A. Maciesidy, wiio on Sei>- 
tember 28, rising fi*om MoCook tield. 
Duyton. O.. attained a height of 40.008 
feet. Ue used electrically heated 
clothing, the oxygen unk, and the gas 
rurbine supercluirper. Hi.s La Pere
